The Training Home. Staff is divided into departments which 
undertake— (!) The personal care and supervision of the. Cadels; 
(2) The lynching of the Bible and Army Doctrines; (3) Tho 
teaching of L-cading, writing, public speaking, Eingingi etc.; (4)

Cadets on entering Training have lo-poss through a simple 
preliminary examination, According to results, they are graded 
into Tout' liEusiisAiA and taught by the Staff, aided by Sorgeanla, who .
